Four shillings and a halfpenuy for six, 

onthe’ bank bills‘on London is the latest 
quotation by‘telegtam from Hongkong. In 
opposition'to the rale ordinarily applying, 
a low. rate of exchange in China usually 
means unsatisfactory business——diminished 
remittances for imports, increased prices 
for produce. The loss invariably falls upon 
the foreign merchant. Rarely is there any 
noticeable augmentation in the ‘price the 
natives are willing to pay for importa, as 
tbey buy and sellin dollars or taels, and 


that this ‘will'effest a modification in the 
topography of Attica. In effect, the exis- 
tence of the marsh explains the defeat of 
the Persian army by one ten’ times less 
numerous.
